WITHOUT, ISSUES AN IMPORTANT DOCUMENT. 


CHATTER 


In our own unseemly flurry here in the United States about 
the adoption of the German Treaty, we lose sight of the fact that 
this great Treaty has been adopted by all the other Allied Powers, 
including also the League of Nations, and that the world is m ov-1 
ing along in carrying out the provisions of these great documents, 
without the co-operation of the United States. In this important 
world movement, so far, we are acting the part of the spoiled 
child, and REFUSE TO PLAY. 
Shame on us, after having given the lives of hundreds of our* 
brave young men in the cause of the peace of the world, to fall 
down and refuse to give our national endorsement to a Treaty 
to end war forever, so far as within our power. 
Morally we en­ 
tered into a solemn pact, and then refuse to carry out our part of 
the bargain—in effect desert our partners, and dishonor ourselves. 
But the other partners in the vital transaction were not so 
vicious in action. They stood up to their agreement. 
They said, 
in effect, “this is no child’s play—we understand it to be a man*fc 
job and w*e are going through with it.” So the League of Nations 
is in effect—is being carried out as per program—but 
to our 
shame, without us in it. 
Dispatches from London tell of the regular meetings of the 
Supreme Council of the League and of the transactions thereof. 
At a meeting on Tuesday, the 9th, the Council issued a Memoran­ 
dum on World Conditions. We note some of the most important: 
features of this important document, as follows: 
It is of paramount importance that peace conditions should 
be fully and completely restored at the earliest possible moment. 
That armies everywhere should be reduced to a peace footing, that J 
armaments should be limited to the lowest possible figure. That 
states w’hich have been created or enlarged as a result of the war 
should immediately re-establish full and friendly co-operation. 
The powers represented at the conference 
recognize 
the 
necessity for continued co-operation between the Allies and for 
tfte removing obstacles to the easy interchange of essential com­ 
modities. They will continue to consult together regarding the 
provision and distribution of necessary raw materials and food­ 
stuffs with a view to the early restoration of normal conditions. 
The powers represented at the conference have given careful 
attention to the special case of the devastated regions, and more 
particularly of northern France. The restoration of those areas 
is of prim ary importance for the establishment of the economic j

r . S. WILL INSIST THAT TURK GETS OUT OF EUROPE. 


Uncle Sam says the Turk must leave Europe! 
The United 
States is ready to take strong ground to that end and to help in 
accomplishing it. As soon as the opportunity arrives the Ameri­ 
can position will be announced. 
In a nutshell, it will be to the 
above-mentioned effect. 
America has not been at war with Turkey. We are no party 
to the present European negotiations regarding the Near East. 
Yet the United States Government feels that the interests of in­ 
ternational civilization require that Ottoman power be driven for­ 
ever from Constantinople. 
That includes, of course, the expul­ 
sion of the sultan from the Bosphorus. 
It is highly probable that the first diplomatic document to 
hear Bainbridge Colby’s hignature as secretary of state will be 
a ringing pronouncement from President Wilson, outlining Amer­ 
ica’s views on the Turkish problem. 
To date those views have 
not been officially called for by Great Britain and France, the two 
European powers chiefly at interest, but it is known at the State 
Department that American co-operation in the settlement is de­ 
sired and expected.

TRADE WINDS SWEEP 
ROOF OF THE WORLD.’ 


Trade winds, sweeping from west to east-at 400 to 300 miles 
an hour, were discovered at 30,000 feet by Major Rudolph -W. 
Schroeder, army test pilot at Dayton, before he fell approximate­ 
ly five miles and landed without crashing after establishing an 
altitude record of 36,020 feet in a recent flight. 
“A t the peak of my climb, where I hung with slightly up­ 
ward progress for fifteen minutes, I found the winds blow to­ 
ward the east at the rate of 220 miles an hour,” he said. “I had 
started thirty miles w’est of Dayton, my machine had a speed of 
IOO miles per hour, and as I steered westward I wras literally 
traveling backward 120 miles an hour, or two miles a m inute.” 
“I have not been able to figure out exactly just what the 
roof of the world really is. I think it possible to go much higher 
than 48,000 feet, which scientists believe is the ultimate ceiling 
of the world. But I believe it to b? a question of fuel supply.” 
Major Schroeder said th at after his month’s furlough he 
would make another aerial exploration. 
He added he intended 
rigging up a pilot's “cage” into which oxygen could be pumped. 
as in a submarine.

In our own unseemly flurry here in the United States about 
the adoption of the German Treaty, we lose sight of the fact that 
this great Treaty has been adopted by all the other Allied Powers, 
including also the League of Nations, and that the world is mov­ 
ing along in carrying out the provisions of these great documents, 
without the co-operation of the United States. 
In this important; 
world movement, so far, we are acting the part of the spoiled' 
child, and REFUSE TO PLAY. 
Shame on us, after having given the lives of hundreds of our* 
brave young men in the cause of the peace of the wrorld, to fall I 
down and refuse to give our national endorsement to a Treaty 
to end war forever, so far as within our power. Morally we en­ 
tered into a solemn pact, and then refuse to carry out our part of 
the bargain—in effect desert our partners, and dishonor ourselves. 
But the other partners in the vital transaction were not so 
vicious in action. They stood up to their agreement. They said, I 
in el feet. “this is no child’s play—we understand it to be a man’s 
job and we are going through with it.” So the League of Nations 
is in effect—is being carried out as per program—but 
to our 
shame, without us in it. 
Dispatches from London tell of the regular meetings of the 
Supreme Council of the League and of the transactions thereof. 
At a meeting on Tuesday, the 9th, the Council issued a Memoran­ 
dum on World Conditions. We note some of the most important! 
features of this important document, as follows: 
It is of paramount importance that peace conditions should 
be fully and completely restored at the earliest possible moment. 
That armies everywhere should be reduced to a peace footing, that i 
armaments should be limited to the lowest possible figure. That 
states w?hich have been created or enlarged as a result of the war j 
should immediately re-establish full and friendly co-operation. 
The powers represented at the conference 
recognize 
the j 
necessity for continued co-operation between the Allies and for. J 
tne removing obstacles to the easy interchange of essential com­ 
modities. They will continue to consult together regarding the 
provision and distribution of necessary raw’ materials and food­ 
stuffs with a view to the early restoration of normal conditions. 
The powers represented at the conference have given careful 
attention to the special case of the devastated regions, and more 
particularly of northern France. The restoration of those areas 
is of primary importance for the establishment of the economic j 
eqmEbrinm of Europe and the resumption of normal trade con­ 
ditions. It is evident that the large sums required for that pur- 
,jK>se cannot be provided out of the current revenue, nor can the j 
work of restoration be postponed until the reparation due from , 
Germany under the treaty 
of peace has been received. 
The I 
council recognizes that the capital sums required for that restora­ 
tion may properly be raised by market loans, in anticipation of 
the reparation payments provided for by the treaty, and that the 
restrictions w’hich they desire to see placed on new borrowing do 
not apply to loans and credits raised for the purpose of meeting 
this abnormal capital expenditure. 
The pow’ers represented at the conference have taken under ‘ 
consideration Article 235 and cognate articles of the treaty of 
Versailles and passages in the letter addressed June 16, 1919, by 
the supreme council to the peace delegates, which contemplate 
that Germany shall make proposals for fixing the total of pay­ 
ments to be made by her by w’ay of reparation and that facilities 
may be given her to obtain necessary foodstuffs and raw ma­ 
terials in advance of the payments being made by way of repara­ 
tion. 
It is most desirable in the interests of the Allied countries 
no less than of Germany that at the earliest possible moment the 
total of repayments to be made by Germany under the treaty of 
Versailles -hould be fixed, and that in accordance with the terms 
of the treaty and the reply of the powers to the German delegates, 
dated June 16, 1919, -he should be enabled to obtain essential 
foodstuffs and raw materials, and. if necessary in the opinion 
of the reparations commission, should be allow’ed to raise abroad 
a loan to meet her immediate needs of such amount and with such 
priority as the reparations commission may deem essential.

March 15,1767 


It has been said of Andrew Jackson | 
that he was the only President who 
went out of office more popular than 
President of the United States, 
when he went in- He was the seventh 
President of the United States. 
He was bom in either North 
or 
South Carolina, received but little ed­ 
ucation and took an unimportant part 
in our Revolution. But he gained dis­ 
tinction as a soldier in the War of 
1812. He naturally combative disposi­ 
tion made him an excellent military 
man although it frequently led him 
into trouble in peaceful times. 
He 
fought one duel with Col. Avery over 
a quarrel in a court room; fought and 
killed Charles Dickinson in a duel 'n 
which he was wounded; and later re­ 
ceived a second wound in a quarrel 
with Jesse and Thomas Benton in a 
tavern. Thomas Benton later became 
one of his best friends. 
Jackson appealed to the common 
people whose champion he always was, 
He himself came from the lower class­ 
es and h*s sympathies were always 
oposed to men of great wealth, and 
sometimes to men of great education. 
He was supposed to 
represent 
the 
spirit of the free American of his day. 
and as President he did a great deal 
of good. He advocated small expendi­ 
tures, low taxes and payment of debts. 
He died in Tonnessee in 1845.
